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THE  STORY  BEHIND  THIS  BOOKLET 

This  booklet  is  now  available  to  every  known  descendant  of  John  Wm.  Harvey 
and  his  wife,  Jemima  Nottingham  Harvey.  I  have  sent  it  to  you  with  the 
thought  that  you  and  your  descendants  may  be  interested  in  knowing  about  your 
many  “Harvey”  cousins,  now  scattered  throughout  the  United  States,  England 
and  New  Zealand.  I  have  located  over  190  such  descendants,  including  yourself. 
It  is  thought  that  less  than  5  remain  to  be  found. 

The  name  of  “Harvey”  has  all  but  disappeared  among  these  descendants.  Those 
of  you  who  now  bear  other  family  names  may  scarcely  recall  your  relationship 
to  the  “Harveys,”  but  may  remember  one  of  the  following  ten  Harveys  (children 
of  John  and  Jemima  Harvey)  as  a  grandparent  or  great-grandparent:

The  above  are  not  arranged  in  the  order  of  birth,  nor  is  any  chronological  order 
observed  in  the  pages  that  follow.  Names  were  entered  in  my  records  more  or 
less  in  the  order  they  were  traced. 

This  work  had  its  origin  with  my  first  cousin,  Arthur  R.  Harvey,  who  like  myself 
is  a  grandson  of  Thomas  Harvey.  “Art”  gathered  together  numerous  notes  left 
by  our  grandfather  about  his  family,  and  made  a  preliminary  “tree”  chart  which 
inspired  us  to  trace  our  relatives  further.  Finding  a  few  addresses  among  the 
effects  of  my  mother  and  grandmother  Harvey,  I  wrote  letters.  Each  relative  I 
“discovered”  told  me  about  others  who  could  add  to  the  story. 

As  a  result,  I  have  had  three  years  of  fun,  writing  and  receiving  hundreds  of 
letters  from  relatives  long  since  forgotten  or  never  before  known  about.  I  have 
also  derived  much  pleasure  from  visiting  many  of  you,  and  hope  to  visit  many 
more. 

I  am  greatly  indebted  to  at  least  thirty  of  you  who  have  corresponded  with  me 
and  assisted  me  in  gathering  the  brief  biographical  sketches  in  this  booklet. 
Without  your  assistance,  this  booklet  would  not  have  been  possible. 

I  offer  apologies  for  the  brevity  of  the  information  known  about  some  of  our 
relatives,  as  well  as  for  any  errors  which  may  have  inadvertently  been  quoted 
here.  Corrections  or  additions  to  these  notes  will  be  gratefully  received.

KEY  TO  NUMERICAL  SYSTEM 


In  order  that  the  reader  may  quickly  see  the  relationship  of  each  person  in  this 
booklet  to  others,  each  person  mentioned  has  been  assigned  a  number.  If  your 
number  begins  with  the  digit  “1”  you  are  descended  from  Thomas  Harvey;  if 
with  the  digit  “2,”  you  are  descended  from  Mary  Ann  Harvey  Pincham,  etc.,  the 
ten  brothers  and  sisters  being  numbered  as  follows:

A  child  of  No.  1  would  be  No.  11  or  12  or  13,  etc.  A  child  of  No.  2  would  be 
No.  21,  22,  23,  etc. 

A  child  of  No.  21  would  be  No.  211  or  No.  212,  etc.,  and  a  child  of  No.  211  would 
be  No.  2111  or  No.  2112. 

Thus,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  “first”  generation  is  numbered  with  only  one  digit; 
the  “second”  generation  with  two  digits,  and  so  on. 

A  person  numbered  26111  is  a  child  of  No.  2611;  he  is  a  grandchild  of  No.  261; 
a  great-grandchild  of  No.  26;  and  a  great-great-grandchild  of  No.  2 
No  attempt  has  been  made  to  number  persons  in  the  order  of  their  birth. 


HOW  TO  DETERMINE  YOUR  RELATIONSHIP  TO  OTHERS 

Persons  having  the  same  grandparent  are  first  cousins.  Persons  having  the 
same  great-grandparents  are  second  cousins;  the  same  great-great-grandparent, 
third  cousins,  and  so  on.  The  child  of  your  first  cousin  is  your  first  cousin  once 
removed;  your  first  cousin’s  grandchild  is  your  first  cousin  twice  removed  (and 
you  are  also  his  first  cousin  twice  removed) ,  etc. 

In  the  numerical  system  of  this  booklet,  all  persons  numbered  with  one  digit. 
Nos.  1  to  10,  inclusive,  are  brothers  and  sisters,  as  noted  above.  Therefore,  all 
persons  numbered  with  two  digits  (children  of  Nos.  1  to  10)  are  first  cousins  to 
one  another  (or  brothers  and  sisters). 

All  persons  numbered  with  three  digits  are  at  least  second  cousins  to  one 
another.  Of  course,  if  the  first  digit  of  their  numbers  are  alike  (for  example 
111  and  121,)  they  are  first  cousins,  since  they  have  the  same  grandparent.  No. 
1.  If  the  first  two  digits  are  alike  (for  example  121  and  122)  they  are  brothers, 
children  of  No.  12. 

If  you  are  a  member  of  the  fourth  generation,  and  your  number  thus  has  four 
digits,  it  may  amaze  you  to  note  how  many  third  cousins  you  have  who  are 
listed  here!  — for  all  other  persons  listed  with  four-digit  numbers  are  at  least 
your  third  cousins.  Of  course,  if  their  first  digit  is  the  same  as  yours,  they  are 
your  second  cousins;  if  the  first  two  digits  are  the  same,  they  are  first  cousins. 
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DESCENDANTS  OF  JOHN  WILLIAM  HARVEY  (b.  1811) 
AND  HIS  WIFE,  JEMIMA  NOTTINGHAM  (b.  1823) 


John  William  Harvey  married  Jemima  Nottingham,  October  30th,  1843,  at  the 
Parish  Church  of  Great  Marlow,  Buckinghamshire,  England,  and  it  is  from  this 
union  that  those  persons  in  this  booklet  are  descended. 

John  Harvey  was  born  at  High  Wycombe,  Buckinghamshire,  about  1811.  He 
was  the  son  of  William  Harvey,  of  High  Wycombe,  who  married  Mary  Spicer 
at  the  High  Wycombe  Parish  Church,  August  16,  1807.  Becoming  a  paper-mill 
worker  early  in  life,  John  moved  to  London  about  1859  to  work  for  the  Royal 
Paper  Mills  of  Wandsworth,  makers  of  book  and  news  papers,  and  was  foreman 
in  these  mills  for  several  years. 

Jemima  Nottingham,  wife  of  John  Harvey,  was  born  about  1823,  probably  at 
Marlow,  Buckinghamshire,  the  daughter  of  James  and  Sarah  Chappell  Not¬ 
tingham;  the  latter  was  the  daughter  of  George  and  Lydia  Chappell.  Sarah 
Chappell  was  baptized  at  High  Wycombe  March  29,  1778.  The  Nottingham 
family  were  chair-makers. 

John  and  Jemima  Harvey  died  about  1885  and  are  buried  in  the  Old  Wands¬ 
worth  Cemetery,  Garratt  Lane,  London.  They  had  ten  children,  as  follows 
(numbered  1  to  10  in  the  extreme  left  margin) : 

1.  THOMAS  HARVEY,  born  in  Great  Marlow,  Buckinghamshire,  England, 
March  13,  1846.  At  the  age  of  12,  he  went  to  work  on  the  cutters  in  the  Clapton 
Paper  Mills  in  Wooburn,  Bucks.  In  1859,  his  family  moved  to  Wandsworth, 
London,  to  work  in  the  Royal  Paper  Mills.  He  married  Frances  Sophia  Roberts, 
of  Orpington,  Kent,  in  1865  in  The  Church  of  Orpington.  Their  two  sons  were 
born  in  England,  the  first  in  Wandsworth  in  1866,  the  second  in  Theale,  near 
Reading,  in  1868. 

Thomas  Harvey  came  to  the  U.S.  in  1871-2,  later  sending  for  his  wife  and  child¬ 
ren  after  he  had  obtained  employment  at  the  F.  R.  Walker  Paper  Mills  in  Burn¬ 
side,  Conn.,  near  Hartford.  Later,  he  worked  at  the  following  paper  mills  in  the 
U.S.  and  Canada: 

Worthy  Paper  Mill,  W.  Springfield,  Mass.,  3  years;  Adams  &  Bishop,  Newburgh, 
N.Y.;  Platner  &  Porter,  Unionville,  Conn.;  Lyons  &  Dudley,  and  Valley  Paper 
Mill,  Holyoke,  Mass.;  J.  B.  Holland  Paper  Co.,  St.  Jerome,  P.Q.;  Fort  Orange 
Paper  Co.,  Castleton,  N.Y.;  E.  B.  Eddy  Paper  Co.,  Hull,  Quebec;  Haverhill  Box 
Board  Co.,  Bradford,  Mass.;  Victoria  Paper  Co.,  Fulton,  N.Y.,  Gardner  &  Harvey 
Co.,  Middletown,  Ohio.  He  was  with  the  Eddy  Paper  Co.  in  1900  at  the  time 
of  the  disastrous  fire  which  destroyed  the  mills  and  the  city  of  Hull,  opposite 
Ottawa. 

Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harvey  were  active  in  civic  affairs.  Masonry,  and  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  of  Middletown.  A  fountain  and  monument  to 
the  memory  of  Mrs.  Harvey,  erected  by  her  two  sons,  stands  beside  the  church. 
Mr,  and  Mrs.  Harvey  are  buried  in  Woodside  Cemetery,  Middletown,  Ohio, 
U.S.A.  Thomas  died  Dec.  22,  1922,  his  wife  in  1939. 

Their  two  sons  were  George  Henry  and  Tom : 

11.  GEORGE  HENRY  HARVEY,  born  March  11,  1866,  in  Wandsworth, 
London.  Came  to  the  U.S.  with  his  parents  at  age  6.  Married  Eliza  Jane 
Ross  of  Springfield,  Mass.  While  living  in  Canada,  he  and  his  brother 
were  noted  bicycle  racers.  Came  to  Middletown,  Ohio  in  1896  and  was  later 
one  of  the  founders  of  the  Gardner  &  Harvey  Paper  Co.  Active  in  local 
and  national  church,  YMCA,  masonic  and  paper-making  affairs.  George 
H.  Harvey  is  buried  beside  his  parents  in  Woodside  Cemetery,  Middletown, 
Ohio,  having  died  in  1948.  Mrs.  Harvey  died  at  their  residence.  No.  3 
Gardner  Place,  Middletown,  on  July  7,  1953.  They  had  one  son: 
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111.  ARTHUR  ROSS  HARVEY,  born  1895,  Dexter,  N.Y.  Attended  Cor¬ 
nell  University  and  was  graduated  from  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology.  Served  with  the  U.S,  Air  Force  in  World  War  II  with  the 
rank  of  Colonel.  Now  Chief  Engineer,  Gardner  Board  &  Carton  Co., 
Middletown,  Ohio.  He  married  Ruth  Louise  Bunnell,  of  Middletown, 
and  they  reside  at  101  Kensington,  Middletown.  They  have  one 
daughter : 

1111.  MARABELLE  HARVEY,  born  1921,  Cambridge,  Mass.  Mar¬ 
ried  John  Mark  Robertson,  associated  with  Armco  Steel  Corp., 
of  Middletown.  They  have  one  child: 

11111.  SARAH  LOUIS  ROBERTSON,  bom  1950,  Middletown, 
Ohio. 

12.  TOM  HARVEY,  born  March  9,  1868,  at  Theale,  near  Reading,  England. 
Came  to  the  U.S.  as  an  infant  with  his  parents.  One-time  bicycle  racing 
champion  of  Province  Quebec,  Canada  (early  1890’s) .  Worked  at  numerous 
paper  mills  in  U.S.  and  Canada,  and  settled  in  Middletown,  Ohio,  in  1909, 
becoming  a  General  Manager  of  the  Gardner  Harvey  Company  there 
for  many  years.  Active  in  Masonry,  civic  and  church  affairs  in  Middle- 
town,  and  national  affairs  of  the  paper  industry. 

He  married  (1)  Clara  Louise  Williams  (b.  Glastonbury,  Conn.,  Nov.  8, 
1872)  on  December  27,  1894.  At  age  2,  she  had  been  adopted  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  H.  H.  G.  Ingalls,  later  of  Castleton-on-Hudson,  N.Y.,  and  thenceforth 
was  known  as  Elizabeth  “Libbie”  Augusta  Ingalls.  She  died,  without  issue, 
at  Hull,  Quebec,  Nov.  6,  1897,  as  a  result  of  an  operation  to  enable  her  to 
have  children,  and  is  buried  at  Glastonbury,  Conn.  A  memorial  window 
dedicated  to  her  by  Tom  Harvey  is  in  the  Methodist  Church  of  Castleton. 
Tom  Harvey  married  (2)  Sarah  Pincham,  of  London,  England  (1876-1952), 
the  wedding  taking  place  at  Kalamazoo,  Mich,  in  1902.  She  was  his  first 
cousin,  her  mother  being  Mary  Ann  Harvey  Pincham  (see  No.  2,  below). 

In  1933,  Tom  Harvey  was  employed  by  the  Chesapeake  Paper  Co.,  of  Balti¬ 
more,  Md.,  where  he  died  in  1938.  Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Tom  Harvey  are 
buried  beside  his  parents  in  Woodside  Cemetery,  Middletown,  Ohio.  They 
had  three  sons: 

121.  HAROLD  ALLPORT  HARVEY,  born  1903,  Chicago,  Ill.  A  gradu¬ 
ate  of  Culver  Military  Academy,  1921.  Attended  Antioch  College  and 
Miami  University  (Ohio).  Served  as  a  First  Lieutenant  in  the  U.S. 
Air  Force  in  World  War  II.  Married  Meta  Stauder,  of  Chicago,  Ill. 
Now  western  sales  manager  of  Penick  &  Ford  Co.,  starch  manufac¬ 
turers.  They  reside  at  835  Longview  Road,  San  Mateo,  Calif. 

122.  GEORGE  EDWARD  HARVEY— Born  1907,  Bogota,  N.J.  Attended 
Ohio  Wesleyan  University.  Married  Beatrice  Lucille  Beatty,  of  Mid¬ 
dletown.  Owner  of  Harvey  Transfer  Co.,  of  Franklin,  Ohio,  contract 
paper  haulers.  Active  in  scouting.  Masonry,  YMCA  and  church  work. 
Past-president  of  Franklin  Rotary  Club.  An  accomplished  semi-profes¬ 
sional  magician.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  Harvey  reside  at  20  Ardmore 
Drive,  Middletown,  Ohio.  They  have  2  daughters : 

1221.  SUZANNE  HARVEY,  born  1934,  Middletown.  A  student  at 
Depauw  University,  1953. 

1222.  SARALEE  HARVEY,  born  1942,  Middletown. 

123.  GARDNER  HARVEY,  born  1910,  Middletown,  Ohio.  Attended 
Mass.  Institute  of  Technology,  1928-1933.  Married  Elizabeth  Catherine 
Smith,  a  schoolteacher  of  Middletown,  at  the  M.E.  Church  in  Middle- 
town,  June  14,  1936.  Infantry  Private  in  World  War  II,  wounded  in 
action  with  the  91st  Div.  in  Italy.  Associated  with  Atlas  Powder  Com¬ 
pany,  Wilmington,  Del.,  as  a  writer  of  chemical  literature  and  advertis¬ 
ing.  The  Gardner  Harveys  make  their  home  at  105  Harker  Ave.,  Wil¬ 
mington  3,  Delaware,  U.S.  They  have  no  children. 
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2.  MARY  ANN  “POLLY”  HARVEY,  born  Jan.  7,  1850,  probably  in  Marlow, 
died  in  1941  in  Wandsworth.  On  Nov.  3,  1867,  she  was  married  to  John 
Pincham,  the  son  of  Susan  and  William  Pincham,  b.  June  12,  1847.  The  Pinch- 
ams  are  thought  to  have  been  descendants  of  Huguenots  named  Pinchon,  from 
France.  John  Pincham  was  a  soap  packer  at  Price’s  Patent  Candle  Co.,  Batter¬ 
sea,  London.  They  made  their  home  at  No.  8  Borrodaile  Road,  in  Wandsworth, 
and  are  buried  in  Wandsworth  Cemetery.  John  Pincham  died  Jan.  25,  1921. 
They  had  8  daughters  as  follows: 

21.  SARAH  PINCHAM,  born  Aug.  7,  1876,  London,  England.  Came  to  the 
U.S.  about  1900,  presumably  as  a  household  companion  for  her  aunt,  Mrs. 
Thomas  Harvey,  whose  son  she  married  (see  Tom  Harvey,  No.  12).  Died 
1942,  buried  Woodside  Cemetery,  Middletown,  Ohio,  U.S.A. 

22.  EMMA  PINCHAM  bom  Sept.  21,  1879.  She  lived  in  the  U.S.  for  several 
years,  probably  in  Massachusetts,  gaining  considerable  reputation  as  a 
cateress.  In  1910,  she  lived  for  some  time  with  her  sister  Sarah,  in  Middle- 
town,  Ohio.  She  married  Fred  Shave,  in  London,  a  “licensed  victualler.” 
She  died  without  issue,  in  Sept.  1938,  and  is  buried  in  Wandsworth  Ceme¬ 
tery.  Fred  Shave,  now  retired,  lives  in  Wandsworth  at  this  writing,  age  73 
in  1953. 

23.  NELLIE  PINCHAM,  born  Sept.  25,  1886.  Died  Aug.  15,  1902. 

24.  MINNIE  PINCHAM,  born  Aug.  9,  1882,  married  Arthur  Butler,  both  now 
deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Butler  were  owners  of  a  tavern  at  St.  Anne’s  Hill, 
Wandsworth.  London.  Mrs.  Butler  died  Apr.  19.  1933,  and  Mr.  Butler,  May 
5,  1938.  Both  are  buried  in  Wandsworth.  They  had  two  daughters: 

241.  MARY  KATHLEEN  BUTLER,  born  July  7,  1914,  married  Alfred 
Leslie  Lockett,  who  is  a  toolmaker  for  Hawker’s  Aircraft,  Ltd.,  Kings¬ 
ton,  June  16,  1945.  The  Locketts  reside  at  70  Tudor  Drive,  Morden, 
Surrey,  England. 

242.  EVELYN  RHODA  BUTLER,  born  Sept.  6,  1910,  married  Donald 
John  Baker,  assistant  mgr.  of  a  firm  of  engineering  tool  merchants,  in 
1941.  The  Bakers  make  their  home  at  50  Newbolt  Ave.,  Cheam,  Surrey. 
They  have  two  children :

2422.  PETER  GEORGE  BAKER,  born  Nov.  1950. 

25.  ANNIE  PINCHAM  married  Edward  Francis  Rogers,  b.  June  1,  1860. 
Mrs.  Rogers  was  bom  Oct.  15,  1868.  They  were  married  Nov.  7,  1891.  Mr. 
Rogers  was  an  investor,  now  deceased.  Mrs.  Rogers  makes  her  home  with 
her  daughter.  Iris,  at  The  Willows,  Cheddington  Road,  Pitstone,  Leighton 
Buzzard,  Bedfordshire,  England.  They  had  the  following  three  children: 

251.  CECIL  EDWARD  MALTA  ROGERS,  born  Sept.  30,  1893.  Served 
as  Lieutenant  in  the  British  Army  in  France  and  Germany  in  World 
War  I.  Came  to  the  U.S.  about  1919,  and  was  associated  for  several 
years  with  the  Gardner  &  Harvey  Paper  Co.,  of  Middletown,  Ohio.  Is 
now  in  sales  work  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  where  he  makes  his  home  at 
the  Central  YMCA,  Central  Parkway.  Married  Laura  McChesney,  of 
Middletown,  Ohio.  Divorced,  no  issue.

Educated  at  Bedford  School  and  Sidcup  College.  Trained  as  a  cable 
telegraphist.  Spent  one  year  in  Madeira,  two  years  with  occupation 
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forces  in  Germany  in  1919-20.  Spent  a  harvest  season  in  Canada,  early 
1920’s.  Left  England  for  Australia,  1925,  and  spent  two  years  in 
Western  Australia,  driving  tractors  and  other  jobs  of  land  clearing. 
Spent  one  year  in  Adelaide  with  a  firm  of  book-sellers,  then  went  to 
Samoa  with  a  company  of  New  Zealand  military  police  for  two  years. 
Met  and  married  Grace  Henderson,  who  had  been  training  as  a  teacher, 
in  Wellington,  N.Z.  in  1935.  They  both  taught  school  in  N.Z.,  as  well 
as  several  of  the  Cook  Islands  of  the  Pacific.  Harold  served  for  a 
year  as  Resident  Agent  on  Aitutaki  in  the  Cook  Is.  They  are  now 
teaching  in  northern  N.Z.  at  Opotiki,  Bay  of  Plenty.
